_ CHARLESTON, W. VA., May 1.— Last night news 
reached here that Scott Hill, Brown Hill ana 
| Charley Spurlock, who fatally shot A. J. Woods 
nnd instantly killed his son, Alvin, a young man 
98 years old, near St. Albans, this county, last 
Monday night, had been caught. Upon arriving 
At St. Albans at a late hour last night 
the Hill boys were hanged on an elm tree. on a 
bill one mile west of town, by a mob of 500 men, 


who were unmasked, The mob captured the Hill }. 


boys from the guard at the hotel, took them to 
tue place named, fastened one end ofa half-inch 
cotton cord around their necks, threw the other 
end over acoovenient limb and sent forthe Rev. 
Mr. Stump, who questionea the desperadoes as to 
their crime. Scott Hul confessed that 
he and Jack Dobson on last 
Baturdayj night visited the home of ex-Sheriff 
Adkins of Boone County, aemanded his money 
and were refused. Hill then shot him ana left 
him for dead. The two robbers went to Spurlock’s 
residence, on the Main Mud River, on Monday, 
where Dodson was left. The two Hills and 
“Bpuriock visited Woods’ residence, where they 
expected to secure $2,500. 

THEY BLACKENED THEIR FACES, 
entered the house and demanded his 
money, but were refused. One robber 
was knocked down by old man Woods, who was 
shot three times by one of the robber’s comrades. 
One bullet entered Woods’ back; the other two 
struck him in the face and neck. The robbers 
were then shot at several times by Miss Woods, 
who bad been attracted to her father’s room. The 
villains could not stand fire and fied. They saw 
young Woods going across the field and 


believed he was after help. Scott, 


Bill said he shot at young Woods fifty yards 
away. When he was found, a few hours later, 
young Woods was dead, with a bullet through his 
heart and a wound in the arm.

Judge Wylie’s Decision in the 
Case Against the Ex-Senator. 


The Tariff Debate Will Conclude Next 
Tuesday on Morrisen's Motion—The 
River and Harbor Bill Complete—Con- 


gress. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 1.—The River and 
Harbor Committee is the center of attraction to- 
Gay. It is strungliug to finish the bill and report 
it to the House to-day. As predicted in these dis- 
patches yesterday, the Hennepin Canal got into 
the bill for $300,000. The Mississippi below Cairo 
gets about two millions and above Cairo nearly 
two millions more, the reservoir system at the 
head 660.000, which, with that now on hand, will 
give a quarter of a million to expend this year, 
The Missouri River, I understand, is .to get one 
million, and the Ohio River nearly the same sum. 
There is a hot fight going on just now over the 
Fox and Wisconsin River improvement. a motion 
having been made to strike out the appropriation 
of $100.000 for this, already made in the Dill. It 
ls a regu lar cat and dog fight to dav, every fellow 
scrambling for bis own district improvement and 
willing to gouge his neighbor for the sake ot his 
own constituents. 

PITT KELIOGG ACQUITTED. 

Judge Wylie sustained the motion to exclude 
the testimany of Price in the Kellogg case, holding 
that the offense was barred by the statute of lim- 
itations, The jury gave a verdict of not guilty. 

Judge Wylie said the indictment charged statu- 
tory offense, a violation of section 1782, revised 
statutes. It was not strictly a case of bribery, 
but one provided for by that section. It forbade 
any Senator oer or indirectly receiving any 
compensation relative to any Government con- 
tract. Briefly painting up the evidence already 
given, Judge Wylie referred to the counts of the 
indictment charging that Kellogg received $1,500 
from Price at different dates, beginning April 19, 
1880. It would bring the cffense within the three 
vears limit imposed by the statute of limitations. 
If Price testified before the Grand Jury as he did 
here, then the indictment gave a wrong date, for 
the bribery took place April 19, 1879, and the pros- 
ecution was barred, No doubt the prosecution 
knew it was necessary to have a date that would 
bring it within the three years limit. The de- 
fendant never is required to plead the statute of 
limitations in acriminal case; he simply could 
not be prosecnied. If, the offence charged was 
really committed on April 19, 1879, it was the duty 
of the Court to say it was impossible toconvict 
the defendant, 

After a short consultation Mr. Reynolds ex- 

ressed his disappointment that the motion had 

n sustained. As the Government understood 
it the court held that the offense was barred by 
the statute of limitations. There was theretore 
nothing for the prosecutiontodo but to submit 
the case to the court. 

Judge Wylie (turning to the jury)— Gentleman 
this defendant, is entitled to your yeraict.” The 
Foreman rose, and in answer to the clerk’s query, 
responded “not guiity.”’

THE POS OF FICK MUDDLE. 

We fail to understand the idea of the Post 
Office Department in refusing to take notice 
of the present condition of the St. Louis Post 
Office. 

It is given out that because the case is a 
troublesome and disagreeable one, therefore 
the department refuses to touch it. 

Our impression was that the chief duty 
and business of the department, its only 
reason for existing, was to manage the postal 
service and to see that the business of that 
service was carried on properly. 

Are the people of St. Louis to understand 
that when blunders are made by the depart- 
ment the people are to suffer the conse- 
quences? Wrangling and insubordination 
and other evidences of mismanagement and 
incompetence are to go on, because it would 
bother the department to set things right. 
This is a new idea of the relations of a 
great department to the service it was es- 
tablished to perform. The people of St. 
Louis have been snubbed and slighted in 
postal matters from time immemorial, but 
never before have they been told that the 
mismanagement of the department was con. 
sidered as a good and sufficient reason for 
refusing to set things right. 


CUTTING SALARIES. 
In following the custom of cutting down 
salaries the Union Pacific Road excepted the 
locomotive engineers and firemen. In mak- 


that the action of the directors was guided 
by any especial sympathy. The pay of the 
engineers was not cut down, simply because 
they are protected by a remarkably strong 
trades union which the road does not feel 
in a position to defy. 

The reduction accordingly will be enforced 
without any opposition. But it is only rea- 
sonable to consider the possibility of further 
reductions and to ask what will be the con- 
sequences. Seven years ago the dissatisfac- 
tion of railroad employes with their pay re- 
sulted in a series of disturbances in which 
the pecuniary loss was tho least part of the 
damage done. Last year the telegraphers’ 
strike was a painful reminder of the danger 
to which the business interests of the coun- 
try were constantly exposéd in any disturb- 
ances arising out of disagreements between 
employers and workmen. 

While there is no reason to apprehend any 
immediate repetition of these unpleasant 
events, it may be worth while to lay down 
the rule that it is the duty of the public cor- 
porations to carry on the business for which 
they are chartered and tofurnish uninter- 
. rupted service. When their cutting down of 
wages results in an interruption of the ser- 
vice, they, and not their employees, are lia- 
ble.

ED MUNDS AND BLAINE. 

The effort of Mr. WILIIAX WALTER 

PHELPs to paper over Mr. BLAINE’s Little 
Rock and Fort Smith Railroad transaction 
with the record of Senator EpMuNDs in the 
Burlington and Missouri matter, is a con- 
spicuous failure. The parallelism fails at 
all the points of BLAINE’s case which need 
covering most. and they stick out ugly, un- 
clean and offensive. 
In response to Epmunps’ letter Mr. 
PHELPS is compelled to admit that the for- 
mer had no private interest involved when he 
voted on the Burlington and Missouri grant, 
and that hia subsequent purchases and sales 
of the securities of that corporation were 
made in the Boston market at market prices. 
Mr. Puecrs pleads that he never que 
tioned the perfect rectitude of these trans- 
actions, and that he referred to them only 
because such ‘transactions on the part of a 
nian like Epmunps illustrated the ground- 
loss nature of the charges made in regard to 
exactiy similar transactions on the part of 
BLAINE. 

But, unfortunately: for PuHetrs and 
BLAINE, the points of similarity in the two 
cases cease just where the charges of corrup- 
tion against BLA begin. As Speaker, 
Mr. BLAINE suggested a motion and made a 
ruling whieh prevented the Little Rock and 
Fort Smith Railroad from losing a very valu- 
able land grant. He afterward pleaded the 
value of his services in this matter in an 
effort to get, and did get, a big block of the 
road’s securities, not in open market and at 
the market price, but on extraordinary 
terms. Inthe investigation of 1876 it came 
out that, through his friends WAnanm 
FisHer, Mr. B AIxxk obtained the selling of 
$300,000 of these securities, and received as 
his commission $130,000 of land grant bonds 
an d $32,500 of first mortgave bonds. For all 
these bonds Mr. Fisunn received only 
$130,000 in cash, and it could not be 
shown that anybody but Mr. Speaker 
BLAINE was permitted to handle those se- 
curities on any such terms. If the famous 
ruling bad nothing to do with these trans- 
actions, they are wholly anaccountable, Mr. 
Bra had to take back from some of his 
friends $75,000 of these securities, and it was 
in evidence that the Unton Pacific bought 
this amount of them for $64,000 when they 
were worth but $37,500. If the U. F. did 
not pay him another bribe in taking these

BLAINE singularly failed to rebut the evi- 
dence which pointed that way. 

All such features as these and the capture 
and stppression of the Mulligan corre- 
spondence by BLAINE during the investiga- 
tion, are wholly absent from the Edmunds 
case. But we are not prepared to say that 
Mr. Poevrs has hurt Barve by bringing 
out the points of contrast between him and 
Epmvunps. Like those mothers who love 
their bad boys best, the Republican party 
admires most the politicians whose char- 
acters and records. are most questionable 
and subject to dispute.

THE PILTSBUKG PROTEST. 

A convention of colored statesmen who as- 
sume to represent the colored citizens of the 
United States, have come out with a remark- 
able statement of grievances in which they 
declare that they have not received fair 
treatment at the hands ef either great party. 
We waive the objection which might be 
made that these statesmen have n> creden- 
tials to show that they represent anybody 
except themselves and their desire for office. 
But we are amazed at the effrontery which 
holds the Democratic party to the same re- 
sponsibility as the Republican party for its 
treatment of the negro vote. Certainly no 
one will claim that the Democratic party 
owes the negro anything. If there is to bea 
settlement of accounts, there should be some 
reparation made to the Democratic party for 
the wrongs and injuries it has suffered 
through the way in which the negro ques- 
tion has been utilized. 

But no words are strong enough to express 
the shame and indignation which all intelli- 
gent colored citizens should feel over their 
treatment by their false and treacherous 
allies in the Republican party.

THE KELLOGG CASE. 

It now appears that the case against KEL- 
LOGG has been so managed that, with proof 
against him abundant, indubitable and con- 
clusive, he has walked out of court acquitted 
by the statute of limitations. 

The testimony of Contractor James B. 
Price was direct and positive proof of the 
payment of a bribe of $20,000 to Senator 
KELLOGG to see BRADY and have PRICE s 
mail route expedited.“ The testimony of 
Joun R. WALSH, and the evidence of notes, 
drafts and other documents in his possession 
not yet produced, make a case upon which 
the Judge could give the jury no other in- 
struction but to make out a verdict of guilty 
at once. But just here the point was raised 
that the time between the date of the indict- 
ment and the date of the corrupt contract, 
as testified to by PRICE, operates to exclude 
that testimony under the statute of limita- 
tions. The Court has sustained the point 
and the infamy oftheStar Route prosecution 
is complete. 

It will be remembered that Gror@eE BLIss, 
in charge of those prosecutions, was instru- 
mental in postponing the ‘indictment of 
KELLOGG, keeping the nature of WaLsn’s 
evidence a secret from the associate counsel 
and having it ignored by at least one Grand 
Jury. 

KELLOGG goes to Chicago at the head 
of the Republican delegation from Louis- 
lana, instead of going to a felon’s cell in the 
Penitentiary, and the result is due to 
collusion between the defense and the 
Department of Justice or its liberally paid 
agents. It is another illustration of the 
fact that political influence is too strong 
for Justice in the Washington courts.

Across the Continent. 

Woodside and Morgau, the well-known protes- 
sional bicycle riders, will start on their-ride over 
the roads and across the prairies from New York 
to San Francisco at 1 o’clock p. m. on the ist of 
May. Morgan will ride a 524nch Rudge machine, 
while Woodside wili mount a British Challenge 
with a 58inch wheel. Both men say they do 
not undertake the feat as a means of making 
money, but to get credit and reputation fora 
novel and original performance. They have 
been fairly fortunate during the winter and spring 
in their ventures in Chicago, and haye more than 
money enough to carry them through the journey. 
The experience will be novel to them, and may 
benefit other bicyclists, amateur and professional, 
who later on may try to reach the occident by 
means of pedai and wheel. Woodside has never 
fully recovered from the accident he met with 
last season, in which he sustained a compound 


fracture of the left arm. The limb was not set 
properly, aud the forearm, near the wrist, shows 
that strength is lacking there. Still. Woodside 
says thut the weakness will not interfere with his 
riding across the continent, as be and his partner, 
Morgan, have a time schedule which will 
not overwork either of them. They 
will ride 65 miles a@ day on an average. 
They expect, of course, that some days they 
will hot able to do more than twenty-five or 
thirty miles, because they may push their ma- 
ehines through gritor sand; but thelr average 
will be about sixty-five miles, Bufalo Bill has 
given them some valuable hints as to how to 
inake their way through the Indian country, and 
they wiil foliow his mstructions. When Woodside 
and Morgan reach Cody's cattle ranch in Omaha, 
the cowboys and rapchmen will give them a 
grand reception, as Buffalo Billhas already for- 
warded instructions to his mento do everything 
iu their power to heip the bicycle riders on their 
long journey. Woodside says they expect to 
ereate a sensation, not only among tlie cowboys, 
but also among the Indians on the goverameni 
reservation through which they pass.

They intend to be well armed and to 
carry ro valuables with them, and hence 
they argue that there wiht be nothing for plun- 
derers to look for, and they will be fully pre- 
pared for all others who try to intercept or lu- 
terfere With them, Woudside says, and Morgan 
agrees with him, that he is riaing stronger and 
faster han ever before. He beat tue 25, 30 and 
35 mile records in Chicago, and he is confident of 
beating all the American records under fair con- 
ditions. As far as Joho B. Prince is concerned, 
he says he will not be satisfied until he elther 
frives Prineg out of prominence as a rider or 
compels him to give him à race atone or 
Various distances for the American clampion- 
ship. Heteels confident that he can vanquish 
Prince, who, he Says, has thrown 
away excellent opportunities which he 
might have taken advautage of, even 
On the limited capital he possesses.

Hosmer in Training. 

George H. Hosmer of Boston, writing from 
Princeton, N. J., says he has fairly settled down 
to hard work with the Princeton College crew. 
He takes two long aud steady rows alone each 
day, forenoon and afternoon, in preparation for 
‘his race with Hamm. Each row averages six to 
eight miles, His work with the crew is at 12 and 
5 o'clock, Which hours are most conveutent for 
them. The student work averages three to four 
miles each row. Referring to exercising in a 
double scull shell With Peterson, at Oak Point 
course, last Sunday, Hosmer says ine course is a 
good one, ana Peterson isa fine, strong-looking 
fellow, Who has every appearance of being a good 
mah.

MANIFEST DESTINY. 


Mr. John Fiske Speculates Upon 
the Future of America. 


Our Revolution a Conservative Move- 
ment—New Light on the History of 
Anglo-Saxon Liberty—How England 
Became Free—The Constitutional 
Struggle in the Colonies. 


Mr. John Fiske, the historical lecturer, is a 
great red-bearded Gothe rather than a Saxon. His 
face and his favorite poses remind one closely of 
the pictures ot Anthony Trollope. He is a charm- 
ing talker an the long soliloquy, rather than dia- 
logue, which follows, was only punctuated by the 
pufts of a badiy colored meerschaum pipe. “Yes,” 
said he in answer to a question, “itis a favorite 
theory of mine that the American revolution was 
conservative rather than progressive, that 
the people were fighting not for nearer 
or larger liberties but to save the 
liberties which they bad before. In

How itis Meted Out in the Court 
of Criminal Correction,

A Boy Sent to the Workhouse for Twelve 
Months—Two Respectable, but Hard- 
ened Ruffians Get Six Months in Jail

A case disposed of a few days ago in the Court

RENT BY LIGHTNING. 


A Spring Avenue Residence Strack by 
Electric Fluid. 

At a few minutes past 10 o’clock last nicht the 
lightning struck the residence of W. 8. Jackson, 
No. 2441 Spring avenue, and caused considerable 
damage and nota little commotion. The fluid’s 
force was confined principally to the southwest 
corner of the building, where it played havoc 
with a couple of the’ rooms ripping their 


walls asunder and scattering their contents in all 
direction.
